[Repert from Norsk Telegram Sybraa: “Important Round of High-Level Norwegian- 
Soviet Meetings” | 


[Excerpt] In the next few weeks a number of high-level meetings will be held 
between Norway and the Soviet Union, dealing with both political questions and 
the allocation of fishing quotas in the Barents Sea for 1982. 


On Monday [16 hovember!] a 15-man Norwegian fisheries delegation begins negotia- 
tions in Moscow, while Foreign Ministry Under Secretary Eivinn Berg will hold 
political talks in Moscow 3 and 4 December with Deputy Foreign Minister Igor 
Zemskov. Soviet Fish Industry Minister Vladimir Kementsev has been invited to 
pay an official visit to Norway in January. 


Foreign Ministry press spokesman Geir Crung tuld Norsk Telegram Byraa that Under 
Secretary Berg's visit is part ot the arrangements for regular high-level political 
exchanges between the Soviet Union and Norway. 


The talks, which will last for 2 days, will cover East-West relations, the CSCE 
conference in Madrid and also purely bilateral Norwegian-Soviet issues, Grung said. 


Under Secretary Berg's visit to Moscow takes place in the shadow of the submarine 
affair in Sweden and the Soviet overtures on establishing a nuclear-free zone in 
the Nordic countries. 


The political talks will hardly be able to avoid the problems of a demarcation 
line in the Barents Sea in the light of the fact that it has been amounced that 
a new round of talks will take place in Oslo before Christmas. 


But before Under Secretary Berg travels to Mcacow there will be a new round of 
“~mp licated Norwegian-Soviet negotiations on the allocation of the 1982 quotas for 
cod, haddock, capelin, blue whiting, Norway haddock and other species of fish in 
the Barents Sea and off Jan Mayen. These talks open in Moscow next Monday. The 
Norwegian delegation will be led by Fisheries Ministry Department Chief Gunnar 
Gundersen, 











The negotiations are expected to be difficult and it is to be expected that there 
will be a new round of negotiations in Moscow before Christmas, Fisheries Minister 
Thor listau told Norsk Telegram Byraa. The minister has also invited Soviet Fish 
industry Minister Vladimir Kamentsev on an official visit to Norway after the 

new year, when the 1982 quota negotiations have been wound up. In this way it will 
be possible to prevent the negotiations from being dragged up to ministerial level 
and the results from being made a political decision.

PROBLEMS ANLICIPATED IN DESIGNATION OF SHIPPING LANES 
Jakarta KOMPAS in Indonesian 16 Sep 81 pp i, 12 


[Text] The Archipelagic Concept will no longer be a probles when che International 
Law of the Sea treaty is signed in Caracas, Venezuela at the beginnicr of September 
1982. Nevertheless, the enacting of the treaty will not mean the end of Indonesia's 
problems. There are still many questions to be settled, ‘including the designation 
of shipping lanes in the archipelago. 


This matter was spelled out by Pe Kumar Kantaatmadsa, iecturer on international 

law of the sea on the law faculty of Padjadjarar University. Responding to a KOMPAS 
question on Monday, Dr Komar siad indcnesia cannot estadiish shipping lanes uwni- 
laterally. "We gust submit our proposals to the International Maritime Consultative 
Organization for agreement by all the nations of the world. In that organization, 
there will be bargaining about the proposed lanes, and worldwide agreement will be 
achieved,” Dr Komar noted. 


Thus, he believes that the enactment of the Law of the Sea treaty will cpen a long 
struggle, until the shipping lanes proposed by Indonesia gain worldwide acceptance 
and international recognition. 


According to a KOMPAS source, based on Law No 4, 1960, Indonesian territorial waters 
consist of regional waters and interior waters, and Indonesia has sovereignty over 
these. Indonesia must take international interests, particularly with regard to 
shipping and air traffic, into account, without sacrificing Indonesian interests. 


In accordance with the informai composite negotiating text, Indonesian territorial 
waters will be classified as inland waters, inciuding bays, river estuaries and 
harbors, over which Indonesia hae full sovereignty. There are also archipelago 
waters, over which Indonesia has sovereignty, but gust accommodate the right of 
innocent passage to foreign ships and planes via lanes te be established. 


In addition, there are regional waters, over which Indonesia exercises sovereignty, 
and gusc«c acknowledge the right of innocent passage via regional waters, which serve 
as exits and entrances from international waters to archipelagic sea lanes. 


Indonesian interior waters inclwde all waters located on the sides of base Linas 


(Law No 4, 1960, article 1 and article 3, paragraph 1), and are open to passage by 
foreign ships. 








As a result of Indonesia's struggle to establish international recognition of the 
Archipelagic Concept, there has been increased understanding of those interior 
waters. Government Regulation 8 of 1962 states that innocent passage is invalid 

in some interior waters, namely bays and estuaries whose mouth is 24 nautical miles 
or less in breadth. 


According to the international law of the sea, interior waters lie along base lines, 
and include bays and river estuaries, where foreign ships are not granted free 
passage. 


According to the informal composite negotiating text, interior waters represent a 
portion of archipelagic waters, including river estuaries, limited by straight lines 
connecting the two shores of the mouth, measured at low tide. Throughout Indonesia, 
there are some 237 large rivers which flow into the sea. 


Indonesia interior waters also include all bays less than 24 nautical miles wide, 
and all harbors. Throughout Indonesia, there are 375 harbors built by (PERLA); 
26 built by Pertamine, and 19 other special harbors. 


According to data, Indonesian regional waters encompass some 3 million square 
kilometers, including 2.7 million square kilometeres in archipelagic waters. 


The KOMPAS source noted that there are several possibilities for providing nine 
shipping lanes to guarantee international interests for commercial shipping, naval 
vessels and others. 


To guarantee international and national interests, several sea lanes have been 
proposed. First are lanes connecting the South China Sea with the Indian Ocean. 
One of these passes via Matak Island waters, the Singapore Straits and the Malacca 
Straits to the Indian Ocean. Another goes via Matak Island, the Karimata Straits, 
and the Sunda Straits. Finally, a lame traverses the Karimata Straits, the Java 
and Bali Seas, and the Lombok Straits enroute to the Indian Ocean. 








The second category is sealanes connecting the Pacific and Indian Oceans. One 
passes via Miangas Island, the Sulawesi Sea and the Makassar and J..mbok Straits. 
Another traverses the waters off Miangas and Halmahera; the Maluku, Banda and 
Flores Seas, the Ombai Straits, and the Sawu Sea. Still another passage via the 
waters off Miangas and Halmahera and the Maluku and Banda Seas. Finally, a lane 
passes via Sayang Island and the Halmahera, Seram and Arafuru Seas. From the 
Arafuru Sea, vessels can go east to the Torres Straits, or west, to the Indian 
Ocean.
